Under each of the three successive 


governments we have had in Ohio 
, 
her citizens have enjoyed, in

founders have had in view. During 
'the sixty years the present govern- 
ment has existed we have successful- 
ly met all conditions of peace and 
war, prosperity and adversity, 
and 
seen Ohio become one of the great 
commonwealths of the world. As my 
experience with our present consti- 
tution increases the better I like its 


/ general design and principal features 
A-.And I am certain we should all be 


assured that no less proud a record 
will be made under the new govern- 
ment, if your proposal meet with ia- 
vor 


I hope yours" will be a true cou- 


btitution, like the one we have so 
long enjoyed, laying down concisely 
the fundamental law, and 
leaving 


lighter matters to legislation. This 
will secure a clearer understanding 
of your proposals and make their ap- 
proval more likely, 
because many 


would object to statutes masquerad- 
ing as constitutional provisions not 
subject to the ordinary methods of 
amendment and repeal. For one es- 
sential of a constitution is stability 
through prosecutions against hasty 
and ill considered changes 


But the statesmen aiid people oi 
the past were not vain or 
unwise 


enough to believe that no change 


necessary or ad- 


visable in "the government they 
set 
up. 
The first was teiritorial, 
and 
therefore temporary by nature. The 
second provided for amendment 
at 


any time-after four years of opera- 
tion. 
The last not only permitted 


amendments at any time, but requir- 
ed the submission to the public every 
twenty years of the question whether 
there should be a convention 
general 
revision, 
alteration 
amendment. 


It would be folly to ignore 
the 
tact that the only time the'people 
said "yes" 'to this question they re- 
jected by an overwhelming majority 
the proposal of the convention -al- 
though its' members 
ranked 
very 


high. Too many changes' were made 
which were not only 
unnecessary, 


but woise, because they would have 
introduced uncertainty where numer- 
ous decisions and long practice 
had 


brought certainty. One of the chief 
virtues of the people of Ohio has al- 
ways been that the great majority of 
them have little patience either with 
those who get the change fever or 
with those who have the let-every- 
thing-alone chill. 


We can enjoy and suffer only as 
individuals, not in 'the mass. 
So 


what citizens do collectively 
must- 


[ the grasp of 
over-strained 
techni- 
cality. 


The existing limitation of 
state 


indebtedness should not be changed, 
except with respect to building a sys- 
tem of good roads.

corn last year. The cob rot is a fun- 
gus disease, the spores of which sur- 
vive in the soil over winter. 'Just how 
long they will retain their vitality has 
not yet been determined., Further- 
more, since the diseased plants, which 
accumulate in the manure, will carry 
the spores of the fungus back to the 
soil, it is advisable to use all such 
manure on crops other than 
corn. 


Professor McCall states that an 'ob- 
servance of these precautions will aid 
in checking the spread of the disease 
which is considered to be a serious 
menace to the corn crop.

But I am not convinced that

initiative 
and 
referendum, applied 


generally to subjects of legislation 
would be an improvement on 
our 


system of government, by representa- 
tives, which, while it has shortcom- 
ings like all human institutions, 1 do 
not ttelieve has proved a failure. 


Thgse shortcomings are doubtless 


the chief causfe of the continued ad- 
vocacy of direct legislation, and if 
it could be confined to their correc- 
tion or prevention, there would be 
less ground for doubt about the de- 
sirability of it. 
But it seems to be 


conceded that such limitation is not 
practicable. 


The measure is confessedly an ex- 


periment, and as several states have 
recently undertaken it, my attitude is 
like that of "the man from Misouri." 
I have always found it wiser 
to 


profit by the experience of others in 
matters of 
doubt, when I 
could 
rather than by my own. And no one 
can justly claim that this new de- 
parture in government has yet pass- 
ed the experimental stage in other 
-states while, even if it had, none of 
tnem has so large or so diversified 
a population as Ohio, or such a great 
variety of interests. 


A somewhat wide experience as 


well' as observation, has taught me 
that government, in all its branches 
s a complicated and difficult busi- 
essj which requires careful 
study 


and close attention besides the con- 
sideration of many things in the do- 
ng of each one.v And my doubt is 
vhether. these 
essentials 
can or 


would be supplied by a large, busy 
and widely separated body of elec- 
ors acting directly in matters of gen- 
eral legislation. 


It is a safe rule to judge others 


by one's self, and I gravely' question 
whether, as a private citizen immers- 
ed uln busllies's and personal affairs,
